3. Manner of recovery of amount of deduction in excess of limits prescribed 
under sub -section (3 ) of section 7. - Where the total amount of deductions which 
have to be made under sub -section ( 2) of section 7 of the Act in any wage 
period from the wages of any employed person exceeds the limit specified in 
clause (i) or, as tho case may be, clause (ii) of sub -section ( 3 ) of that section , 
the excess shall be carried forward and recovered from the wages for succced 
ing wage period in such number of instalments, not exceedin ; six, asmay be 
necessary to enable the deduction to be made in compliance with the said 
limits. 

Illustration - The Wages of a nonthly rated employed person for January 
are one hundred Rupees and deductions (which include deduction on 
account of dues of a Co-operative Society) amount to ninety rupees. His 
maximum deduction from the wages for January will be Seventy-five rupees . 
The excess amount of fifteen Rupees will be carried forward and recovered 
in not more than six instalments by limiting other deductions for those 
months so that the total deduction does not exceed Seventy- five Rupees in 
any month .

workmen of the concern represented by the General Secretary, Ernakulam 
District Metal and Engineering Workers Union, Cannonshed Road , 
Ernakulam over " Is the closure of the Establishment legal and justified ? 
And in either casc to what relief are the workmen entitied ?" referred to 
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this court for adjudication under Section 10 (1) (c ) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1997 ) by the Governinent of Kerala 
in their Order, Health and Labour (H ) Department, G. O. Rt. No. 4212 / 
67 /HLD dated 28-11-1967. 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the alonc appeared before court, 
and put in a statement to the effect that the dispute has been settled 
amicably between the parties out of court, on payment of 15 days wages 
for every year of service put in by the three workmen concerned in the 
dispute, namely , Sri A. E. George, Sri G. Viswan , and Sri A. E. Raphel 
with notice pay for one month , and that they have been paid , in accordance 
with the terms of the settlement dated 3-10-1967 , a copy ofwhich has been 
produced before court seen signed by the Secretary of the union , amounts 
of Rs. 212 , Rs. 165 and Rs. 400 respectively . Copy of the receipts dated 
20-10-1967 passed by the workmen has also been produced . 

3. It is presumed that the union which has not cared to appear in 
court in spite of ndtice being issued is not interested in the dispute in view 
of the fact that the matter has been amicably settled out of court as made 
out by the Management. It follows therefore that there is no Industrial 
Dispute now for adjudication before this court. An award is passed 
accordingly .

Candidates appearing for the Examinations are required to observe the 
following instructions very carefully : 

1. Strict silence should be maintained in the Examination Hall. 

2. They should take their places in the Hall at least five minutes before 
the time fixed . 

3. Candidates who are late by more than half an hour after the 
prescribed time will not be admitted to the Examination Hall . 

4 . Candidates who are suffering from infectious disease of any kind 
will not be admitted for the Examination . 

5 Candidates should bring with them to the Examination Hall on 
each day of their Examination , their Admission Tickets for inspection by the 
Chief Superintendent/AssistantSuperintendents.

12. Candidates are required to provide themselves with their own pens .

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13. Particular attention is invited to the instructions printed on the 
answer books, regarding rough work and use of loose shcets of paper . No 
separate answer books for rough work will be supplied . Paper must not be 
detached from the answer books . If the main answer books are found 
insufficient, additional sheets will be allowed and it should securely be 
fastened to the main answer book . 

14. When the candidates have finished writing their answer and wish to 
give up their answer books at the end of the period prescribed for each 
particular part of the Examination each should stand up in his /her place and 
remain standing until one of the Superintendents has give up to him /her and 
has received his /her answer books from him /her. 

15. Any candidate who commits or attempts to commit malpractice in 
the Examination will be spel immediately and will not be allowed to sit 
for any paper subsequently in the Examination . Candidates are warned that 
they should not take into the Examination hall any written or printed matter.

(vii) (i) and the chalan may be forwarded with the application . 

PROVISIONAL CERTIFICATE 
No provisional Certificate will be issued to the successfull candidates on 
any account. The original Diplomas will be issued at the time of publication 
of results of the Examination through the Principals. 
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PRACTICAL EXAMINATION 
Practical test will be conducted after the written Examination . Candi. 
dates should contact their Principals of the Institution and ascertain from 
them the exact date and time of their Practical Test. 

No candidate will be permitted to take the Practical Test in any 
Polytechnic other than the one which he had undergone the course . 
Candidates appearing for the Practical Test should produce their Hall Tickets 
to the Examiners before the test for identification .
